“The  Mode  of  Water  Baptism.”  Oh,  it  is 
a very  small  book,  except  for  its  “gush  and 
splush  and  mush,”  in  every  sense  of  the 
word.  One  man,  after  reading  it,  wrote  to 
the  author,  the  Rev.  John  D.  Ellis,  Forest, 
Miss.,  “I  see  no  hope  for  immersionists  un- 
less they  come  again  with  a new  argument 
favoring  immersion  as  amode  of  baptism." 
Bravo!  Gusto!!  The  reason  this  brother 
can’t  “see”  may  be  the  same  reason  that 
the  boy’s  pups  had.  A boy  once  accosted 
a good  Baptist  deacon  to  sell  him  some 
pups.  “What  kind  of  pups  are  they,  little 
man?”  “They  are  Methodist  pups,"  was 
the  quick  reply,  thinking  that  he  had  found 
a purchaser.  “O,  well,  go  along;  I am  a 
Baptist  and  don’t  want  your  pups."  A 
few  days  later  the  same  man  met’the  same 
boy  with  the  same  pups  for  sale.  “What 
kind  of  pups  have  you  got  today  ?”  said 
the  deacon.  “Baptist  pups,  sir,"  the  boy 
quickly  replied.  Looking  at  them,  the  dea- 
con said:  “These  are  the  very  same  pups 
you  had  the  other  day,  and  they  were 
Methodist  pups,  and  now  you  say  they  are 
Baptist  pups.

Christ  “bore  the  sin  of  many.”  On  the 
cross,  a spear  entered  His  side  and  blood 
ran  out  and  a fountain  was  opened  in  the 
house  of  King  David.  “Christ  died  for  our 
sins  according  to  the  Scriptures,"  and, 
“without  the  shedding  of  blood,  there  is  no 
remission  of  sin.”  That  sin  may  be  par- 
doned, blood  must  be  shed.  It  was  shed 
on  Calvary,  in  payment  of  penalty’  for  sin 
-your  sin  and  mine— and  God  regards  it 
sufficient  payment.  He  looks  upon  it  and 
is  conciliated.  We  look  upon  it  in  faith 
and  all  jienalty  is  turned  from  us.  Herein 
the  inspired  pen  truly  says:  "The  blood 
of  Jesus  Christ,  God’s  Son,  cleanseth  us 
from  all  sin."  The  blood  flowed,  and  some 
one  has  said : 

“There  is  a fountain  filled  with  blood, 

Drawn  from  Immanuel's  reins. 

And  sinners  plunged  beneath  that  flood

The  Baptist  Chronicle,  of  Louisiana, 
says:  ‘*Some  one  has  truly  said  that  re- 
ligion is  not  feeling  go^d,  but  it  is  doing 
good.”  They  should  have  said  that  it  is 
not  all  in  feeling  good  or  being  good,  but 
also  in  doing  good.  Religion  is  all  of  these, 
but  the  greatest  of  these  is  doing  good. 
There  might  be  a further  qualification  in 
the  "go”  of  the  Gospel,  for  it  is  written  of 
our  Lord  that  he  “went  about,”  etc.;  and 
James  1:27  gives  a very  pointed  definition 
of  "pure  religion  and  undefiled.” 

Cowpcr  is  quoted  as  saying,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  dancing:  "I  could  never  find  that  I 
could  learn  half  so  much  of  a - woman’s 
character  by  dancing  with  her,  as  convers- 
ing with  her  at  home,  when  I could  observe 
her  liehavior  at  table,  or  at  the  fireside, 
and  in  all  the  trying  scenes  of  domestic  life. 
We  are  all  good  when  pleased  ; hut  she  is 
the  good  woman  who  wants  not  the  fiddle 
to  sweeten  her.”  Visitation  is  an  invalua- 
ble help  to  pastors  of  churches,  if  they 
would  know  the  needs  of  their  flock. 

Unsanctified  education  is  a dangerous 
thing.  It  makes  its  recipient  assume  to  be 
“wise  above  what  is  written,”  and  often 
unfits  the  religious  teacher  for  supplying 
“the  sincere  milk  of  the  Word."  There  are 
preachers  who  draw,  nnd  congregations 
that  hear,  but  to  little  purpose,  as  the}’  are 
not  “doers  of  the  Word.”  Temple  wor- 
ship is  not  a part  of  Christianity — at  the 
Savior’s  death,  “the  veil  of  the  temple  was 
rent  in  twain.” 

If  the  world  is  converted  to  Christ,  it 
must  l>e  by  personal  contact  and  individu- 
alism— in  the  school,  in  the  family, in  social 
intercourse.  Moving  the  masses  is  uncer- 
tain work,  nnd  gives  no  scope  to  the  culti- 
vation of  piety.  Baptism  is  the  first  act 
to  be  administered  after  belief;  but  is  only 
the  beginning,  as  the  “teaching  of  the  all 
things”  is  to  follow.  So,  in  our  Sunday 
Schools  the  Home  Department  is  pot  only 
in  order,  but  obligatory’. 

King  James’  "Easter”  is  gradually  in- 
vading Baptist  ranks.  Why  not  desig- 
nate it  “Passover" — its  true  nafne.  As 
such  celebrations  tend  to  weaken  thle  Chris- 
tian Sabbath,  care  should  be  takep  not  to 
magnify  them  too  much.  Commerce,  cor- 
porations and  saloonism  are  stealing  the 
Sabbath — our  Lord’s  Day — and  the  ten- 
dency is  practically  tochangethe  teachings 
of  the  Bibie,  f)y  tire  observance  of  icasons 
and  holidays.
